Mr. Ford 
published whole-page advertisements

Mr. Ford first filed suit in the fed- 
eral court at Chicago, on Sept. 7, 1916 
but this was withdrawn and the suit 
instituted in the ciicnit eoort of 
Wayne county. To give 'flie state 
court jurisdiction Sam, Max and Hen- 
ry Solomon, wholesale newspaper 
distributers doing business at Detroit 
the Solomon News Co,, also were 
made defendants, they having distri- 
buted the Tribune in Michigan.

He was buried with the others VL the 
crew, near the little French town-<of 
Ronssoy. 

I sympathize with you in your loss, 
but it is at least a comfort for you to 
know that he died bravely in an at- 
tack that broke the last hold of the 
Germans on their famous Hindenburg 
line. He was one of the best men in 
the company and both his offlcera and 
his comtades deeply regret his 4eatti.
